• INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 9—The end of the coal strike was be- 


lieved in sight today as the executive heads of the United Mine 
Workers of America gathered here to consider President Wilson's 
proposal for settlement of the controversy. Only the high offi- 
cials were apprised of the terms of the proposal. The miners 
took the position that what was good enough for Lewis and Green 
is good enough for us. 


The terms of the proposal will be kept secret at least until 


the,meeting has opened at 2 p. m. today. However, it is known 
that the proposal provides that the miners return to work at 
once, and for an increase in wages of 14 per cent, and the ap- 
pointment of a commission to investigate the situation. 


The commission it was reported here also will go into the 


operators' side and will recommend readjustment of prices.
